I herewith  be#  to  hand  you  my  Report  for  the 

year  1925, 


The  district  comprises  the  parishes  of  Ketton,  Tinwell, 
Tixover,  Ryhall,  Belmisthorpe , Essendine,  Little  Caoterton, 
Groat  Casterton,  Pickworth  and  Clipsham. 

The  staple  industry  is  agriculture,  with  in  addition 
stone  quarrying. 


The  area  is  13549  acres. 

Population  (Census  1921)  2950  and  estimated  1925  2877.

Vital  Statistics. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  in  1925 
was  43.  This  is  equal  to  a birthrate  of  14.94  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  18.3 

per  1000 

There  were  43  deaths  registered  as  occurring  in  or 
belonging  to  the  district.  This  is  equal  to  a deatlirate  of 
15.98  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population,  as  against  12,2 

for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  2 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  equal 
to  a deathrate  of  46.51  per  1000  births.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  75  per  1000  birt?is. 

The  health  of  the  district  in  1925  has  been  good. 


Gneeral  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  area. 

With  the  exception  of  a Small  Pox  hospital,  referred  to 
later,  there  is  no  hospital  in  the  district.  At  Stamford, 
which  is  close  to,  there  is  a General  Hospital,  which  is  open 
to  receive  patients  from  the  district.  Attached  to  this 
Hospital  are  Fever  Blocks  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of 
infectious  disease. 

This  Hospital  is  maintained  by  endowments  and 
voluntary  sunscriptions. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  district  for  the  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis,  Maternity  &c. 

For  Fever  cases  arrangements  are  made  by  which  cases 
of  infectious  disease  are  -admitted  into  the  Stamford 
Infirmary.  For  these  services  the  district  pay  a subsidy. 

The  Fever  wards  attached  to  the  Stamford  Infirmary  have 
accommodation  for  50  cases,  and  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria 
and  Enteric  are  treated  simultaneously. 
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For  Small  Pox,  arrangements  are  in  existence  in  which 
the  Rural  District  Councils,  and  the  Borough  of  Stamford 
Council  maintain  and  use  a Hospital  which  is  situated  in 
this  district. 

Ambulance  facilities. 

There  are  no  ambulance  facilities  in  the  district. 

All  infectious  cases  are  removed  to  the  Stamford  Infirmary 
in  the  ambulance  attached  to  that  establishment.  For 
non- infect ious  cases  there  is  a branch  of  the  St.  Hohn 
Ambulance  Association  in  Stamford,  and  also  one  at 
St ibbington. 

Professional  Nursing  _in  the  Home . 

General.  Arrangements  are  in  existence  for  the  provision 
of  professional  nursing  at  home  to  patients  in  the  district. 
They  are  altogether  independent  of  the  district  Council, 
and  are  maintained  and  controlled  by  an  Association,  which 
is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 

For  infectious  diseases.  Three  is  no  provision  made 
for  nursing  infectious  cases  (Measles  Ac). 


Midwives . Employment  of  or  subsidy  to  practising 
midwives  by  the  Local  Authority. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area. 

Water.  The  water  supply  of  the  district  is,  for  Ketton, 
f inwell,  ^nd  Little  Casterton  conducted  supplies  of 
firet  claes  water,  for  the  re3t  of  the  district  from  wells. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  The  district  is  drained  by  the  Rivers 
Welland,  Guaeh  and  Glen  and  little  or  no  pollution  takes  place. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  Drainage  of  the  district  is 
confined  to  tile  work  cf  getting  rid  of  surface  water. 

Closet  Accommodation.  The  tub  closet  is  the  type  generally 
is  use  in  the  district.  There  are  still  pit  closets  in  uae, 
which  are  steadily  being  converted  to  tub  closets,  and  also 
a few  water  closets. 

Scavenging  A system  of  scavenging  exists  in  the  district 
and  work 3 very  well. 

Schools . These  are  in  good  condition  and  the  water 
supplies  are  ample  and  wholes ome.

There  has  been  51  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  affecting 
20  houses.  22  Scarlet  Fever.  9 Diphtheria.  1 Fat  1 in  1923. 

The  closet  accommodation  of  the  whole  of  the  districts 
are,  with  very  few  exceptions  pail  closets.  Collections  of 
the  same  and  house  refuse  are  undertaken  by  the 
Council  at  Ketton,  Ryhall  and  3elmis3bhJM>pe. 

Wajter.  There  is  a sufficient  and  constant  supply  of  water 
in  the  district  from  deep  wells,  with  the  exception  of 
Ketton,  where  there  is  a local  supply  privately  controlled  and 
supplied  through  taps  outside  dwelling  houses. 

There  ere  4 Butchers  Shops  and  Slaughter  houses  in  the 
district  and  they  are  regularly  inspected. 

There  - re  20  Milk  Purveyors  and  Dairymen  in  the  district 

and  their  premises,  Cows,  and  utensils  are  regularly  inspected. 

There  era  7 Bakehouses  in  the  district,  these  are  regularly 
inspected  end  arc  clean  and  in  good  order.
